DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the second Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/593,380, filed 10 
October 2006. Claims 25-46 are pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 25-46 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 25: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a dual clutch planetary 
transmission as recited in claim 25; specifically, wherein the first and second frictional 
shifting elements are placed between the first, second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth shape- 
fit shifting elements and the first, second and third planetary gear sets; and, the first and 
second frictional gear elements are directly connected by half-clutches of the frictional 
gear elements, which are proximal to the transmission output shaft, and with two 
different shafts of the first and third planetary gear sets with half-clutches of the planetary

gear sets, which are proximal to the transmission input shaft, and stand in an operational 
connection with the first, second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth shape-fit shifting elements. 

Claim 29: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a dual clutch planetary 
transmission as recited in claim 29; specifically, wherein the first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth shape-fit shifting elements are located between the transmission input shaft 
and the first and second frictional shifting elements.
